In response to applicant's argument that Greiner's reference 
doesn't teach that a queue controller to deliver the prefetched data and the delivering of the prefetch data is independently of the memory 
the Examiner states that the above limitations is taught as the cache controller coupled to the cache deliver the prefetched data to the 
core without resorting to the slower external bus which is the system memory (col.5, lines 54-58).
